Parsons says most of her players are 
good singie- and double-base hitters, but 
some are exceptionally powerful hitters. 

“Like Kelly Mittelstaldt,” explains Par- 
sons. “She hit a grand slam in the sixth 
inning of a playoff game to pad our lead 
9 to 3. Then Denice Tolemi hit three 
home runs in one game, one of which was 
a grand slam. We won that game 15 to 3. 

“And who can forget the game when 
we ended up with 38 hits and not one of 
them was a home run! This shows the 
value of the women who can hit singles or 
doubles. We won that game 35 to 1.” 

Each one of the Special K's gave their 
Wil shis year, Parsons contends. “I really 
can’ single out any one or two players as 
being better than the rest because cach 
player came through when we needed 
them.”
